“While 1 do not approve of the gaud. ling featiiri’s 
of vaeing as fonuerl.v eondui'teil in eeilaiu i.arts 
Ilf Ihe eounlry. I lio 'ueUeve lliat raeing ean lie eon- 
dileled under lu-'per reslri.-tious in such a way as 
not to la* demoraiir.iii'g to llie piihlie, and at tin* 
same lime keeii up iiileresi in horse I. reeding. Ihe 
present sitnaiioii is a most l.imenlalile one. Fntire 
studs of Ihoroughhreils are going out of the eounlry. 
:ind all we seem to he holding on to is tin* draugiit 
lioise strain. 

“I'he 1 Ifeet of the ]iresenl proeednie. if eart'ie.l 
out. will la* to eliniiiiale v.r.v largel.v from the 
lireei.ing strains in this eounlr.v Hu* l.iiaMl so neees- 
snr.v to make 'good cavalry horses.

.Iani«*s Wilson, r^eereiar.v of .\gri.-nltuie. wlio is 
alive to Hu* liaekwardiiess of Hu* .\merieaii army 
in suilahle luoiiuis, said; 

‘■Till* lleparluient of .Vgrieiilntn* is doing all in its 
powi r to aid Hu* War I i.*;iarl aieiil in solving the 
r<*moi!ut prohieni. W.- lia'.e siatiens in \'erniont. 
Vir-finia and Colorado liandling Hie hreeding proh- 
leiii, and till* wants of He army ate kept in min-', 
as well as those of Hu* farnu*rs. While the army 
reipiires liorsi s somewhat dilTer.*nt from running 
ami trotting liors<*s. the strain of the latter in Hie 
animals used liy Hu* army would lu* a most im- 
Iiorf.iiir factor.' This strain. Iiowever. should Ir* 
from Hioronghhr<*ds." 

Tlic .ygrieulture liepartnieni at Hu* ii.st s<*ssion of 
Congress offered a solution of tlu* ipu'stion. hut ir 
rei*<*ived no attention. It was luoposed that aliont 
one linndred stallions slionld Is* pnrehasi tl liy a 
lieard of tliree, eompos«*d of an ollieer of tin* army, 
an ollieer of tlu* l)epartnu*ut of .\grleulture. and a 
praetieal liorsenian. wImsi* knowledge of lir<s*ds. 
Iiedigiee and markets and wlios.* integrity could Ik* 
lelied iiiMin. In selecting the stallions, snitaldlily 
of Ihe pttrpose atid freedom fioni iiiisonndtiess likely 
to appear in iirog«*tiy uotild. of eonrse. he first eon- 
siilered and Hu* stallions in* old eiioit.gli to have 
sliown Hi(*ir wortli as sires of tlu* class of horses 
desired. 

.Major General Woml is in favor of some sneh 
system. ill* ealled attention to the niiniite atten- 
tion paid to this sutijeel liy s.*aie of tile Fiiro[ieaii 
•governments and expresse.I Hu* lioju* that inlhu*tilial 
hors.* hreeciers in tlu* Fiiiti*d .■stales* would lend their 
.•tssislaiiee in oiitaining legislation to imt some sys- 
leuialie plan into oiu*ration. 

It is Hie opinion of army ollieers. in view of the 
hail oil raeing in Hiis eounlr.v. wliieh is taking Ihe 
siiilald,* liglil weiglil strain of Ihoroiiglihreds needed 
for military lireeiling out of tlu* eoiintry. that the 
.\meriean ;K*opI(* should he fully awakened to the 
great danger threatening the arms of the Fnited 
Slates if I'ongri'ss eontiiiues to refuse the eonipara- 
tivel.v small appropriation (lesir»*d to encourage 
iiropiT Iiorse hreeding. 

Tlu* ohjeelion to an appropriation hy Congress la.st 
session for fids purpose was tliat hreeders would 
not 1k! siitriciently interested to enter into agree- 
ments willi Ihe gov<*rnment. This argument was 
proven wilhout fonndalion througli Hu* patriotii* 
action of .Vugiist T.elmont. of New York, wlio |ire- 
senled the government witli two of his Iu*st known 
stallions. Henry of Navarre and Octagon. Fortu- 

nately the Department of .\grieultnie had sullieient 
liinds ami placed the animals at Ihe eonimaiid of 
farmi*rs in the vicinity of Front Royal, Va. T*y the 
approval of tlu* War Deparlnu*nl. tile price to he 
paid for the resulting foals at thn*e years of ago 
was $l."id. 

No diliienlly whatever was experienced in getting 
farmers to hreed their mares under the.se terms. 
,\hont lift.v mares were hred. The small numlK*r 
was due to the late arrival of the stallions. The 
Interest of the Virginia farmers is keen and already 
lifly additional mares have l>een ofrer<*d for the 
season of 1912 and tlu* servii*es of more stallions can 
he easil.v nlili!!**d if more could lu* made availalde. 

Maj. Henry T. .Ulen of the general stall, who 
lias given the subject a life study, is iiuoted as say- 

*"“The galloping horse, the tliorouglihred. has lu*en 
develo|)Od hr careful hreeding and hy racing trials 
over a period of more than 1.70 years. The r(*siilt is 
toda.v a horse of iiuality ami suhstance. superior in 
certain respe<*ts to any equine animal that has ever 
existed. Tlu* .\rahs or Kasiern horses, are the prog- 
eiiitors of the present Ihoroiiglihreds. hut as the 
latter have lK*en a continual iniprovement in spi'ed 
and strength on Hie forni(*r. it would not now lx* 
wise to consider tin* Eastern liorsi*s as suitalde sires 
lor the class of horses required hy the army. 

“.\11 tlu* li'ghlweight horses, such as standard 
hretis saddle lireds. .Morgans, and even coach horses, 
owe Iniieh of tlieir siipyiority to Hie tliorouglihred 
IdmMi of their ancestors. The best tyix*s of tlu* 
thoroughhreds would make sui*<*rior cavalry Uorses, 
hut to ohtaiii such in large quantities is not ]mis- 

“If all our valuable studs he shipiied aliroad it is 
clear that instead of an improvement there will he 
a retrogression. That is Hu* pliase of Ihe question 
that s|M*cialIy causes anxiety to the War Depart- 
uu*lit.

fiil. Instead of selling or pri'si-niing Hioroughhr.'ds 
to eavalr.v ollieers to ride in mililar.v racs and at 
hor-e shows, it asks the arm.v men l.i canvass their 
d'siricts and select a niiniher of suilahle farm mares 
for a thoroughbred she. Then a stallion is sent to 
that ci.iinty and tin* cavalry men see tliat he is 
ppiperly a.lv.'fti.sed and well eared for. In tills wa.v 
man.v tine colts an* prodn.ed and the arm.v iiu'ii can 
ti.ivi- the pick of them. Piuler Hu* Cana.lian liiireati's 
sysi.'in there will s.kiu lie pleiii.v of army horsr* show 
material, hut tlie.v will he lialf-hreds a:id tliree- 
ipia rli'i-hreils, tlu- saiiu- as in Europe. Furthermore, 
they will Ik* produced hy tlu* thoiisaiids.
